Men Try to Pass Barri- 
cade Near Lebanon. \

LEBANON, Mo., Oct. 16.—One of 


two Negroes who overpowered & 
state highway patroiman early to- 


day and held him prisoner for two 
hours before he broke away, was 
killed and the other was wounded 
a few hours later when they 
attempted to pass a posse headed 
by the Sheriff who had blockaded. 
the highway near here. , 

The wounded Negro, who said h 
was John Jones, 25 years old, of 
Steele, Mo., told authorities that he 
knew the other Negro only by the 
mame of Ossie Williams, who 
picked him up in Kansas City last 
night. Jones said that he intended 
to stop at the barricade, but that 
the other Negro threatened him 
with a revolver and ordered him 
to drive on through, He was taken 
to a Lebanon hospital, where it 
was said he probably would recover 
from wounds in head and shoulder. 

They had fled in their automobile 
from a filling station near Jeffer- 
son City where State Highway Pa- 
trolman P. W. Huston had man- 
aged to break away from them 
after a two-hour drive as ‘their 
prisoner. They took his revolver, 
rifle and riot gun. 

Arrested for Questioning. 

Trooper Huston arrested the 
pair for questioning when he found 
them about midnight parked on a 
side road near Highway No. 40) 
about five miles west of Columbia. 
One of the men rode with him in the 
patrol car and the other he ordered 
to drive ahead in his own machine, 
after Huston had removed a spark 
plug from the motor to prevent high 
speed. 

As they proceeded toward Colum- 
bia, the car ahead faltered and soon 
the prisoner at the wheel pulled to 
the side of the road. When Hus- 
ton got out to inspect the motor, 


pistol against his side, while the 

other prisoner took the weapons 
and replaced the sparkplug. 
Huston Breaks Away. 

The Negroes then compelled 

Huston to get in their machine and 

drove to Jefferson City, stopping 


\for gasoline about two miles east 


of town. Here, the trooper seized 
an opportunity and jumped from 
the machine, but could not prevent 
the Negroes from driving away. 

Sheriff Sam C. Allen of Laclede 
County and Deputies E. E. Simmons 
and Guy Barclay, halted the flight 
of the fugitives. 

Allen said he and his men opened 
fire’ when the Negroes came to- 
ward them at a 70-mile-an-hour 
clip. 

“We saw they had a gun levelled 
at us, so we let go,” Allen said. All 
were armed with shotguns. 

The machine swerved off High- 
way 66 and struck a power line 
pole. Wires fell and the car caught 
fire as the officers dragged the 
men out. The dead Negro, shot 
through the body, appeared to have 
been electrocuted, Sheriff Alien 
said. Huston’s rifle and revolver 
were found in the machine.

train to motor through the streets 
of Cincinnati and make a brief ad- 
dress there. | | 

For the first time since the start 
of the present tour, the President's 
phenomenal luck with the weather 


had broken. A steady rain fell .at 
Cincinnati and the President wore 


a dark raincoat buttoned up to the 
throat when he came out of his 
private car to geét into an auto- 
mobile for the drive to Cincinnati's 
stadium to make an extemporaneous 
talk. 

Despite the steady downpour, a 


/eonsiderable crowd was at the sta- 


tion, huddled under umbrellas, wait- 
ing to see the President leave the 
train. Because of the rain the top 
of the automobile in which the 


President rode was up so that the 


crowds lining the streets got only 
a glimpse of him. 
Inspects Housing Project. 

The President first made a brief 
stop at the Laurel Homes housing 
project in downtown Cincinnati. It 
is under construction with WPA 
funds. People stood three to four 
deep along the curb, many of them 
without umbrellas in the soaking 
rain. 

A black sea of umbrellas filled 
Nippert Stadium, with a few vacant 
The top 
of the President's car was put back 
and the crowd cheered. 

“What is a little rain between 
friends?” the President said, and 
drew cheers and lAughter. 

In his brief talk President Roose- 
velt praised the Federal public 
works program and repeated what 
he said in Chicago Wednesday night 
that recovery didn’t just happen. 
The stadium in which the President 
spoke from his car was built, he 
pointed out, with the aid of Federal 
funds. 


“This kind of project,” said the 
President, “which is for people’s en- 
joyment, is just as valuable as 
building of bridges and highways.” 

Drives Around the Bowl. 

Concluding his talk, the President 


was driven around the bowl, the top 


of his car still thrown back. In re- 


sponse to the cheering of the crowd, 


he waved his hat and grinned. For 
the ride back through the city the 
top of the President’s car was put 
up again. 

Bouquets of flowers were handed 
to Mrs. Roosevelt, among them be- 
ing one from the national conven- 
tion of the Girl Scouts, in session 
here. A note of greeting attached 
to the bouquet was signed by Mrs. 
Herbert Hoover, wife of the former 
President. Mrs. Roosevelt is hon- 
orary president of the Girl Scouts 
and Mrs. Hoover is national presi- 


dent. 
Reception at Dayton. 

At Dayton the campaign special 
ran past citizens packed from 10 to 
20 deep for more than a block.

As the President nears the end 
of his intensive 10-day tour he 
shows remarkably little fatigue. In 
contrast many of the members of 
his . party, particularly those 
charged with the infinite number 
of details essential to smooth func- 
tioning of such a publicity engine, 
‘show signs of exhaustion.

EAN BATTEN CROSSES

Reaches Auckland, Setting 
Record for England-New

Zealand flyer, set an England-to- 
New Zealand solo flight record to- 
day when she completed a 10-hour, 
32-minute crossing of the Tasman

She reached Auckland at 5:07 p. 
m., 11 days and 57 minutes after 
she took off from Lympne Airport, 
England. She bettered the record 
held by H. F. Broadbent for the 
fastest solo flight from England to 
Australia by her time of 5 days, 
21 hours and 3 minutes to Port 
Darwin, where she landed Sunday 
morning.

CAPTIVES CONFESS 


HOLDUP ABOARD BUS 


Pair Caught 10 Minutes After 


$310 Robbery; Mdhey Not 
Recovered. 


Ten minutes after two men 
robbed a bus passenger of $310 at 
the point of a revolver yesterday 


afternoon they were in the custody 
of policemen, who had received a 
radio report of the holdup and the 
description and license number of 
the robbers’ automobile. 

Chief of Detectives Carroll today 
told reporters the prisoners had 
made oral statements admitting the 
holdup. They were booked as Rich- 
ard Davis, 23-year-old former con- 
vict, 4113 Manchester avenue, and 
Harry Kaplan, 26, a salesman, 5597A 
Wells avenue. The driver of the 
automobile escaped, and the money 
was not recovered. 

The bus, operated by the Eigh- 
teenth Street Garage, was forced to 
the curb by an automobile in Chest- 
nut street, at Sixteenth, at 2:10 
o’clock. Two men carrying revol- 
vers, boarded the bus, arid walked 
to where R. W. Brown, part 
owner of an O. T. Hodge Chili Par- 
lor, was sitting, demanding the 
money he was carrying. When 
Brown showed resistance Davis 
struck him with the revolver and 
took the money out of his*poc- 
et. The robbers left the bus and 
rejoined the third man in their ma- 
chine, which turned south in Six- 
teenth street. Some of the 18 pas- 
sengers on the bus noted the lis- 
cense number, which was reported 
to police. 

Ten minutes later Police Capt. 
Paul Schultz of the Magnolia Ave- 
nue District, and two detectives, 
driving east on the Chouteau ave- 
nue viaduct, at 3800 Chouteau ave- 
nue, received the holdup report by 
radio, and saw the robbers’ machine 
pass them, going west. The officers 
turned their car and: chased the 
other machine to Vandeventer and 
Kentucky avenues, where it 
stopped momentarily and two of the 
occupants got out and ran.

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MEDICAL SOCIETY WILL VOTE 
ON TEST OF CONTRACT MEDICINE 


Eight Corporations Shewn to Be 
Hiring Doctors to Attend 
Employes at Fixed Rates. 


The St. Louis Medical Society will | 


vote next month on a proposal to 
file a test suit in Circuit Court to 
determine whether employment by 
corporations of physicians to treat 
‘employes is in violation of Missouri 
law. 

Suggestion for a test of the ques- 
tion in court was made by the so- 
ciety’s legal committee after an in- 
vestigation. Dr. M. J. Bierman, 
chairman of the committee, said the 
investigation showed that at least 
eight corporations in St. Louis paid 
salaries to physicians giving medi- 
cal care to about 30,000 employes. 
The employes, he said, paid 50 cents 
to $2.25 a month each, for the ser- 
vice. 

Dr. Bierman cited an instance in 
which he said the sGommittee 
learned a corporation executive re- 
ceiving a large salary had under- 
gone a major operation performed 
without special charge by the com- 
pany surgeon. The hospital bill, he 
said, was paid by the employes’ as- 

egociation, to which he contributed 
$2.25 a month. Some physicians in 
private practice consider such prac- 
tices unfair to them. 


BOY, 5, BURNED TO DEATH 
IN ROOMING HOUSE FIRE 


Father of Negro Lad In Workhouse, 
Police Say, and Mother Was 
at Work. 

David Chambers, 5-year-old 
Negro, was burned to death when 
fire swept through a rooming house 
at 4245 Garfield avenue shortly be- 
fore last midnight. ; 

The blaze, of undetermined origin, 
was discovered at 11:25 o’clock in 
a frame kitchen at the rear of the 
house by Mrs. Corinne Getter, the 
Negro proprietor. She ran upstairs 
to arouse the sleeping occupants. 
Three Chambers children, 8, 10 and 
11 years old, a woman with an in- 
fant and a 19-year-old girl fled to 
safety. When they had gathered 
outside it was discovered that David 
Chambers was missing. A Negro 
neighbor climbed a porch and at- 
tempted to reach the child’s room, 
but was driven back by the fire. 

When firemen reached the scene 
the rear of the rooming house was 
a mass of flames. Hose streams 
drowned out the fire, and the boy's 
body was found in a bedroom, Dam- 
age was estimated at $800. 

Police said the father of the boy 
is serving a term in the workhouse, 
The mother, employed as a maid at 
a hotel, was at work.

DETROIT AID FOR 
MASSES IS ISSUE 


Thousands Jam Square to 
Hear Him and Frequently 
Interrupted His Speech 

_ With Cheers. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

DETROIT, Oct. 16—In marked 
‘contrast to the mild reception given 
Gov. Alf M. Landon at his address’ 
here on Tuesday, a crowd of sev- 
eral hundred thousand lined the 
streets and jammed into Cadillac 
Square to cheer President Roose- 
velt’s prosperity speech last night. 

Standing in front of City Hall, 
—2 President repeated the philoso- 

f recovery he has recently ex- 
ed, saying: 

— the smoke and dust of this 
political -ampaign clears away on 
the nigh. of Nov, 3, history will 
record that the outstanding issue 
of the campaign was this, Shall the 
social and economic security and 
betterment of the masses of the 
American people be maintained and 
strengthened or not?’ I am not 
afraid of the verdict. It will be 
yes.” 

Before the President finished 
speaking a roar from the crowd 
drowned his voice. He was fre- 
quently forced to wait for the crowd 
to stop cheering before-he could 
finish his sentences. 

Crowd Breaks Police Lines. 

The enthusifsm of the throng 
was partly a tribute to Democratic 
committee arrangements. In con- 
trast to the crowd of about 8500 
which attended the Landon address 
and listened to the Republican can- 
didate’s speech in badly lighted Na- 
vin Field oh a damp night with the 
temperature hovering around 40, 
last night’s crowds went beyond 
restraint, broke through police 
lines, hurled paper out of office 
buildings and stormed around the 
President’s platform. 

Roosevelt, complimenting citizens 
of Detroit on their handling of the 
relief problem before 1933, said: 

“By the spring of 1933 the city 
could borrow no more from private 
sources and the Government of the 
State of Michigan was unable to 
render any substantial help. 

“Action—immediate action — by 
the new Federal Government in 
Washington, it is now admitted by 
all but the most blind partisans, was 
what saved the day.” Tremendous 
applause greeted this. 

Facing Cadillac Square and City 

ll, the National Bank of Detroit 
Building loomed up, its upper win- 
dows lit, silhouetting the people 
who leaned across the sills. The 
windows of the Hammond and Ma- 
jestic Buildings on either side of 
the square were also crowded. Now 
and then clouds of paper shot out 
of windows and fluttered down as 
the President spoke, while the Neon 
lights of Sam’s Cut Rate Store lit 
part of the crowd with a reddish 
glow. 

“Saving American Humanity.” 

Asserting that relief and work re- 
lief through the use of Federal 
funds “haved American humanity,” 
the President continued, “following 
the arresting of the immediate cri- 
sis, our next step was to restore the 
purchasing power of the people 


, BY increasing farm prices, Roose- 
velt declared; farmers were able to 
“start buying passenger cars, trucks 
and tractors.” 

“The dollars that we spent in re- 
lief,” he continued, “in work reélief, 
in CCC camps, in drouth relief, in; 


cattle and hog buying and process-} 4%, 


ing, each of them went to work. 
You know how many of these dol- 
lars have finally come to the city 
of Detroit in the purchase of auto- 
mobiles.” 

“Literally the music went round 
and round and round and a lot of 
it came out rigkt here in Detroit.” 

The President laughed while the 
crowd howled. 

With his audience at a high pitch 
of responsiveness, Roosevelt took 
the opportunity to indict the Re- 
publican party, saying: “I believe 
that it is the duty of Government 
to bend every effort to prevent an- 
other major catastrophe such as 
that which hit this country as a 
result of the Republican leadership 
which ran the Government from 
1921 to 1933.” 

Before his address, Roosevelt had 
dinner on his private car at High- 
land Park station with Mr. and 
Mrs. Lynn Pierson, Frank Murphy, 
candidate for Goyernor, and Sena- 
tor Couzens. Afterward he motored 
to Keyworth Stadium at Ham- 
tramck where he spoke a few 
words to dedicate the stadium, con- 
structed with the assistance of 
Federal Government funds. 

Along the five-mile route to City 
Hall, the streets were lined with 
people, two and three deep.

guns, drove’ the Leftist airplanes 
from the sky and swept behind the 
routed army into Aldea del Fresno 
as dusk fell. What remains of the 
2000 loyalist militiamen after four 
rebel columns had fought and 
smashed them was fleeing tonight 
through the foothills of the snow 
topped Gredos Mountains, their 
dead left lying under the olive and 
lemon trees. 


The march on Madrid has begun 
well for the Fascists. They have 
erected a semi-circle in a forty- 
mile radius of the capital, and 
within this they control all roads, 
lateral and direct, and they showed 
today that they can shunt troops, 
artillery and tanks where they wish. 

The Leftists fought stubbornly 
against the columns of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Antonio Castejon, but their 
planes and heavy guns failed them. 
The rout of their air force by the 
rebels, who used 36 planes in this 
action, proved the most thrilling 
spetacle of the whole day’s battle. 


From the crossroads San Martin 
lay due north five miles, and Aldea 
del Fresno was off to our right 12 
miles due east. Gen. Varela’s strat- 
egy was plain. He hit the enemy 
directly from San Martin, with 
Lieutenant-Colonel Castejon’s col- 
umn and from the crossroads with 
Col, Yaque’s troops. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Delgado, advancing from 
Santa Cruz, reached Mentrida to 
strike the retreating enemy in the 


| rear, while the fourth column de- 


scended due south from Gen. Emilio 
Mola’s army in Avila. 


Lieutenant-Colonel Castejon met 
stubborn Government resistance. 
All morning the loyalists’ held 
bravely as we watched them 
through field glasses from the sur- 
rounding hills. With Gen. Varela 


—— them on the flanks with 
artillery, they were forced to with- 
draw toward noon. The Leftists 
blew up two bridges on the Alber- 
che River, one between San Martin 
and Chapineria and the other be- 
tween Villa del Prado and Aldea 
del Fresno, 


Trucks with steel pontoons and 
girders, held in anticipation, were 
rushed forward. While the rebel 
engineers built the bridges under 
fire, I saw the rebel troops plunge 
into the icy water, fight their way 
up the hillsides and storm the Gov- 
ernment fortes. 

The insurgents made their swift 
charge under a machine gun and 
rifle barrage. Once over, they took 
their artillery across the river. 
Then the loyalists were done. 

As we rode back among the am- 
bulances lumbering over mountain 
roads, the rebels told me that Na- 
valcarnero would fall and _ that 
Madrid then was doomed. Hard as 
the fighting was they joked about 
filling the great fountain in Madrid 
with wine to celebrate the victory.

By Roosevelt Administration 


Col. Knox 


Republican Vice-Presidential Nominee in St. 
Louis Address Says Upturn Was Hindered 
by Wild Program of. Experimenting. 


night follows: 


I visit this queen 
inland empire. You are the hub 
of a great circle of industry and 
trade. In your State you have all 
the economic activities that make 
this nation great. In your fur trade 
you still represent ‘the pioneer 
stage of Amerisan economic devel- 
opment. In your vast farm produc- 
tion you represent the basic agri- 
cultural development from which 
all our marvelous industrial growth 
has stemmed. In your vast shoe 
industry, your great meat packing 
industry, your large printing es- 
tablishments, you represent the 
highest technical progress in manu- 
facture. 

Many of your products are fa- 
mous far beyond your borders. As 
an old soldier in two wars, I take 
this opportunity to pay my honest 
respects to one of your most just- 
ly famous products, the Missouri 
mule, to which many authorities give 
credit for ending the World War. 
Your beer, descended from the fin- 
est production of the German peo- 
ple, is likewise a noted product, 
far beyond your borders. Your 
zinc and lead are indispensable ma- 
terials throughout the world. 

You are famous also for other 
things, among them the interest 
you take in political questions. I 
almost said the violence of your in- 
terest in political questions. You 
have had a colorful political his- 
tory, and your political leaders on 
both sides have been men of na- 
tional stature. I am glad to talk 
to you about the grave issues of 
this campaign, the niost serious is- 
sues the country has had to decide 
since the Civil War. Some of ‘you 
here remember the, intensity and 
the bitterness of th@ campaign for 
free silver in the fnhineties, That 
was an important c§mpaign. It in- 
volved the financial Yntegrity of the 
United States. 

Value of Money Endangered, 

But that was th@\one major is- 
sue of that campaign> In this cam- 
paign there are a dozen issues 
equally important. The value. of 
our money is a major issue now. 
It is endangered by the policies of 
this administration. It has been en- 
dangered from the day these cur- 
rency dopesters took office. It 
could be made the vital issue now. 
But the blunders, the errors, and 
the invasions of private rights, the 
usurpations of authority of which 
the present administration have 
been guilty, have been so wide- 
spread that the safety of our cur- 
rency system is only one of many 
basic issues. 

How can a thoughtful man sum 
up an administration that has for 
three and one-half years looked like 
a combination of delirium tremens 
and St. Vitus dance, that has never 
had any fiscal policy except squan- 
dering, that has had every one of its 
major recovery measures con- 
demned and rejected by the courts, 
that never kept a single promise of 
the magnificent set of promises it 
made before election? 

I see where the President has 
been talking about the farm policy 
of the administration. What pol- 
icy? Does he mean the policy he 
promised when he was a candidate 
for office in 19327 Or the utterly 
different and suicidal policy of the 
AAA, which was thrown out by the 
Supreme Court after it had injured 
every interest in America, including 
the farmers themselves, and had 
cost the people more than one and 
a half billion dollars in cash, had 
cost the South a large part of its 
world market, and had added un- 
told billions to the cost of living 
and the outlay for relief? Or is it 
the trick farm policy they have 
now, put in to evade the Supreme 
Court’s decision? Or is it the policy 
they will put in after this one is 
thrown out? What do you mean, 
farm policy? Does it refer to the 
slaughter of pigs or those many 
checks for $140,000 apiece sent out 
to sugar corporations for not rais- 
ing sugar in Hawaii? 

Some New Dealer has been re- 
ferring to this administration as 
forward-looking. That is the only 
way it dares to look. When it looks 
backward it has nightmares. [It 
has one unbroken record_-of waste, 
failure, mistakes and humiliating 
reversal of policy. This helter-skel- 
ter, go-as-you-please, try-anything 
once muddle was once called the 
New Deal. I want to talk to you 
about that term. It is a misnomer. 
a false name. It never was any 
kind of a real deal. It was a suc- 
cession of misdeals. 
was a planned economy. There was 
just a succession of experiments 
and new schemes. Somebody had 
a notion.

What have they to say of their 
record?

ISSUE IS PURCHASE

Mayor Kapp and Other Sup- 
porters of Proposal Ad- 
dress Advocates of Com- 
munity Utilities.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Oct. 16.— 
The case for public ownership of 
utilities was presented today by 
delegates to the convention of the 
Public Ownership League of Amer- 
ica as this community of 75,000 en- 
gaged in one of a series of strug- 
gles between proponents of public 
and private ownership since it 
opened a municipal power plant 22 
years: ago. } 

A referendum vote is to be taken 
‘Tuesday to determine whether the 
city should consolidate existing 
lighting and heating facilities by 
purchasing the properties of the 
Central Illinois Light Co. for $7,- 
200,000, to be financed by municipal 
utility revenue bonds, amortized 
out of earnings. 

Mayor John W. Kapp Jr., a pro- 
ponent of the plan, who addressed 
the convention, estimated for the. 
writer that the bonds could be re- 
tired in about 12 years, even with 


tan immediate rate reduction of 1 


cent a kilowatt hour, making the 
rate 4 cents. , 
The Mayor asserted large private 
utilities, not directly serving this 
city, were instrumental in financ- 
ing the fight against the bond is- 
sue, “fearing the example of the 
creation of a municipal utility mo- 
nopoly.” 

Criticism of Cost. 

Referring to arguments of oppo- 
nents to the plan that the proposed 
cost is excessive, Mayor Kapp re- 
ealled that in 1921 authorization 
could not be obtained to effect the 
merger for $4,000,000, of which $2,- 
500,000 was to go directly to the 
company and the rest for replace- 
ment. 
At that time, he said, the private 
company had only an electric plant, 
no underground conduit, and about 
2100 customers. Money cost 7 per 
cent, he said. 

Today, the property sought, the 
Mayor continued, includes a heating 
plant, a $675,000 conduit, and rep- 
resents service to 9300 customers. 
Money is 3% per cent. 

Consolidation of the plants would 
obviate duplication of facilities, 
open the way for the elimination of 
poles and use of underground con- 
duits, besides affording a municipal 
monopoly. 

Mayor Kapp, a Republican, who 
is supporting William.J. Spaulding, 
a Democrat, president of the league 
and Commissioner of Public Prop- 
erty "here, in advocacy of the pro- 
posal, estimated the private plant’s 
clientele represented 57 per cent of 
kilowatt hours consumed. Most of 
its business comes from commercial 
users, he said, while most of the 
municipal plant’s patrons are 
householders. 

The question of the consolidation 
has been agitated here for months, 
culminating in a mass meeting last 
night. Speakers included J. D. 
Ross, vice-president of the Public 
Ownership League, and superin- 
tendent of the Seattle Municipal 
Light and Power System, and 
Spaulding, who previously had as- 
sailed the People’s Protective 
League, opposing the proposition, 
as inspired by outside power in- 
terests.

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NEW YORK PAINTER WINS 
FIRST INTERNATIONAL PRIZE 


Leon Kroll to Receive $1000 for 
“The Road From the Cove;” 
Two Other Awards Given. 

By the Associated Press. 
PITTSBURGH, Oct. 16. — Leon 
Kroll, veteran New York artist, won 
the coveted first prize of the 1936 
Carnegie Institute international ex- 
hibition of paintings, chief compe- 


tition in the United States. 

The international jury voted Kroll 
the $1000 award for his “Road 
From the Cove,” a big-scaled paint- 
ing of two girls, a youth and a sun- 
swept countryside, his tribute in ojls 
to “The Good Earth.” 

The canvas was the only one the 
52-year-old Kroll, winner of many 
another art competition, has com- 
pleted this year. He has been busy 
painting’ a mural in the Depart- 
ment of Justice Building in Wash- 
ington. 

Second prize-winner among 323 
paintings entered from six countries 
in the exhibition was “Breakfast 
Table” by Pierre Bonnard, French 
artist who as a student in Paris 
was a leader of the “intimistes,” and 
who still paints for esthetic expres- 
sion, outside the bounds of theo- 
retical method. At 69 Bonnard filled 
his brush with color and used his 
distinctive technique to win inter- 
national honors ana the $600 award 
with a composition showing a mas- 
sive head bent over a breakfast pot. 

To Pedro de Valencia, 34-year-old 
Spanish painter, went the $500 third 
prize for “Spring” — two gravel- 
faced, wistful-eyed girls, looking 
plaintive. 


NEW YORK GIRL CONVICTED 
OF KILLING DAY-OLD BABY 


Jury Deliberates Eight Hours on 
Charge Mother Threw Infant 
From Roof,

NEW YORK, Oct. 16.—Miss Eliz- 
abeth Smith was convicted last 
night on a second-degree man- 
slaughter conviction for the killing 
of her illegitimate son. The jury 
deliberated eight hours the charge 
that she threw the baby from the 
roof of a Bronx apartment house 
last April.

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE 


LAW OF WASHINGTON VOID 


Time Ends for Filing Petitions for 


OLYMPIA, Wash., Oct. 16—The 


Washington Unemployment Insur- 
ance Act became void today as the 
deadline passed for petitioning for 
a rehearing on the State Supreme 
Court’s decision holding the law 
invalid.

Dalton also assailed Maj. Lloyd C.

PHILIPPINE CLIPPER LEAVES 
HAWAII FOR MIDWAY ISLAND 


15 Passengers and Crew of 7 Aboard 
Seaplane When It Takes Off 
From Honolulu.

HONOLULU, Oct. 16.—Carrying a 
record passenger list of 15, includ- 
ing the first three women to fly 
the Pacific Ocean, the Philippine 
Clipper took off for Midway 
Island, 1185 miles away, at 7 a. m.

FARNSWORTH CHARGE STANDS 


Judge Refuses to Quash Case 
Against Ex-Naval Officer. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Justice 
James M. Proctor of United States 
District Court refused today to 
quash an indictment charging that 
John 8S. Farnsworth, former naval 
officer, conspired with two Japan- 
ese naval attaches to furnish confi- 
dential information to a foreign 
power, The indictment was attacked 
on ground that the Japanese were 
protected by diplomatic immunity 
and therefore incapable of a con- 
spiracy with Farnsworth. 

“I think,”\ Justice Proctor ruled, 
“their status goes no further than 
immunity from prosecution. These 
Japanese are human beings. They 
are capable of doing acts with 
American citizens which are in vio- 
lation of the laws of this country.” 


The Japanese navy men named as 


having conspired with Farnsworth 
were Yosiyuki Itimiya and Akira 
Yamaki. Neither is now stationed 
in this country. The document in- 
volved was “the service of informa- 
tion and security.” 


ARMS SENT FROM SOVIET PORT 


Norwegian Report Says Ammuni- 


tion is for Spanish

OSLO, Norway, Oct. 16.—The Nor- 
wegian Telegraph Bureau reported 
today the Norwegian steamer Bjoer- 
noey had gailed from a Russian 
Baltic port with ammunition for 
the Spanish Government.

from one to five rate reductions 
when threatened by the formation 
of a municipal plant. 
Rate reductions by municipal 
plants were cited by McDonnell as 
illustrative of their civic worth. An 
outstanding example, he observed, 
is that of Los Angeles, which has 
the largest municipally owned light- 
ing plant in the United States. It 
has made six reductions since 1932, 
he said, including a 10 per cent re- 
duction last December, represent- 
ing altogether an aggregate saving 
to patrons of $11,000,000. 
Other Examples Given. 
Other examples, with maximum 
ratés per kilowatt hour before and 
after municipal ownership, were 
given as follows:

McDonnell said that in recent 
years there has been a reduction 
in both private and municipal plants 
because of consolidations of small 
units and the tendency of supplying 
small communities from a big pow- 
er plant. 
At the present time, he _ said, 
there are 1977 municipal installa- 


ating in this country. 
_Referring to competitive condi- 
tions, he pointed out that even in 
New York, where a private utility 
has an exclusive franchise, compe- 
tition is not removed. In that city, 
he said, there are 384 private in- 
stallations, including one hotel unit 
which supplies a volume of electric- 
ity sufficient to meet the require- 
ments of a city of 15,000 population. 
Even a move for public compe- 
tition which failed, he said, result- 
ed in a 40 per cent rate reduction. 
The development of municipal 
plants in small cities, McDonnell 
said, is attributable to the com- 
parative ease of organization there 
and lack of strength of “holding 
companies.” 

Piqua (Ohio) as Example. 
Stating that experience shows 
that public ownership is the only 
key to reduced rates and genuine 
regulation, the speaker cited Piqua, 
Ohio, as an example of the develop- 
ment of a municipally operated 
plant and the rate of decline of 
private plants. P 
The municipal plant in that city 
of 16,000 had been operating for 
34 months, he said. When it opened, 
the private company had 5012 me- 
ters in operation. Now the city has 
4916 meters, the private concern but 
96. The kilowatt hour consumption 
has increased, rates have been re- 
duced 30 per cent. Within 14 
months profits of the municipal 
plant paid operating expenses and 
showed a net profit, he said. 

“The average number of injunc- 
tions toward stopping municipal 
undertakings has been 11,” he said, 
“and Piqua expe ‘ienced all of these 
delays. The company, though claim- 
ing they operated at a loss on ex- 
isting rates, promptly lowered its 
rates. If they could not afford to 
operate when they had 5012 cus- 
tomers how can they continue 
when they have but 96? The an- 
swer is that the loss at Piqua is 
made up through excess earnings 
of some of the other Ohio towns 
served by the Dayton Light & Pow- 
er Co.” 

The Springfield situation, he ob- 
served, has been affected by large 
commercial consumers who have 
continued to buy from the private 
company “due to existing business 
relations,” although the city has 
obtained the majority of consumers. 
He observed that the municipdl 
plants at Los Angeles and at Se- 
attle, both competing with private 
concerns, are negotiating also for 
acquisition of the private com- 
panies. 

But competitive plants will be 
built, he concluded, “until com- 
panies and investors realize that 
electricity is a commodity that 
should be made available to all at 
cost of production plus a reason- 
able profit, instead of excess 
profits.”

The light and power plant there 
opened in April, 1935, was financed 
by a $745,000 revenue bond issue

Yesterday the delegates adopted a 
resolution advocating the distribu- 
tion of Federal funds in support of 
public schools, with the provision 
that State and local authorities re- 
tain control over the spending of 
the monéy. In this step they fol- 
lowed the action this year of the 
National Education Association and 
the Department of Superintendence 
of the N. E. A. 

Federal Aid Recommended. 

The resolution suggested the ap- 
pointment of a Federal committee 
to develop a scheme of Government 
assistance to the schools and rec- 
ommended that grants be made to 
state departments of education and 
not directly to local school systems. 

The association acted after a pan- 
el discussion of co-operation of Fed- 
eral, state and local units of gov- 
ernment in school support, at which 
Dr. Fred Engelhart, professor of 
educational administration at the 
University of Minnesota, presided, 
Pointing out the need for a period 
of experimentation in Federal as- 
sistance, Dr. Engelhart said: “It 
will require some time for neces- 
sary readjustments in thinking to 
take place, the same as it did in the 
case of state support of education 
when that was a new and novel 
idea.” 

He declared that in the future a 
balance between support and con- 
trol would be established, “Some 
educational activities may best be 
handled by the Federal Government, 
some by the states, and many oth- 
ers will probably be best adminis- 
tered by local authority.” 

Another speaker in the panel, 
Prof, Nelson B. Henry of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, said: “Obvious 
differences of opinion still prevail- 
ing among careful students of 
schoo] administration point conclu- 
sively to the need for a period of 
readjustment and an experimental 
attack on the problems involved in 
any program of permanent aid.” 

Objects to ‘Melting Pot.’ 

At a meeting last night at Roose- 
velt High School 8. D. Shankland, 
executive secretary of the Depart- 
ment of Superintendence, said the 
common task of educators and bus-, 
iness officers was to provide suit- 
able training for the nationalities 
which retain their individuality in 
the American social system. 

“The idea of the ‘melting pot’ is 
all wrong; it simply didn’t melt,” 
Shankland said. “We must do what 
we can to see that each racial or 
national group in our country is 
educated on its own special back- 
ground and culture. To do that will 
require a new type of teacher who 
will have knowledge of the fine tra- 
ditions in the culture of each 


group.”

King Leopold Is Asked to

ALARM IN PARIS 
IS DIMINISHING

PARIS, Oct. 16—French alarm 
over Belgian neutrality diminished 
today as officials analyzed King 
Leopold’s declaration that his coun- 
try. would seek to prevent martial 
entanglements. 

With further thought, . French 
sources came to the view that the 
Belgian King’s statement merely 
outlined a policy rather than con- 
stituting a repudiation of existing 
security aecords. The French view 
was strengthened by assurances in 
London that Belgium would fulfill 
its obligations under the League of 
Nations covenant. 

(Baron Cartier de Marchienne, 
Belgian Ambassador to Great Brit- 
ain, was declared to have given: 
such assurance to British Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden. The Bel- 
gian representative, it was reported; 
told Eden that King Leopold's dec- 
laration was pointed toward estab- 
lishing a national policy for pros- 
pective conferences to formulate a 
new European security framework.) 

France awaited Belgium’s an- 
swer to a questionnaire designed to 
clarify the King’s statement, made 
Monday before a Brussels Cabinet 
session. 

France asked the Belgian atti- 
tude toward: The French-Belgian 
military assistance pact; the Locar- 
no Treaty; future discussions of 
representatives of the original Lo- 
carno Powers; and the League of 
Nations. 

The foreign affairs commentator, 
Pertinax, writing in the newspaper 
Echo de Paris, declared “material 
damage” from possible Belgian re- 
pudiation of existing accords “can 
be limited if London and Paris 
wish. 

“The moral damage, however, is 
incalculable,” Pertinax said. “The 
rupture of Belgium with French 
policy is a profound shock. Peace 
treaties have scarcely any other 
foundation.”

Mrs. Kennard and her daughter 
were given permission to land tem- 
porarily to,pack up household be- 
longings.

General confusion over public finances is caused by peculiar calculations of Democratic 
spokesmen, says former administration adviser; they count RFC loans as assets, 
but Treasury uses repayments as income, and not to reduce debt; no corporate 
taxpayer could keep out of trouble, writer says, if he adopted such methods.

ESPITE a vast flood of Democratic 
[) oratory. at least one candid and impar- 

tial observer is still completely in the 
dark about the state of the nation’s finances. 
I should feel that my bewilderment is pe- 
culiarly due to my own stupidity, except for 
the fact that the confusion seems to be 
shared by people who know a great deal 
more about finance than I do—notably by 
those Democrats, high and low, who are dis- 
cussing the national budget these days. 

We are told that, while our gross national 
debt has grown by 13 billion dollars in the 
past three years, we must set off against 
these liabilities increased assets of six billion 
dollars. We are then told that our net na- 
tional debt has grown in the past three years 
by only eight billion dollars, 

We are left to infer, although we are not 
told, that the discrepancy of one billion dol- 
lars here ig an estimate of the amount of 
non-recoverable assets. We are also left to 
infer, although we are not told, that this six 
billion dollars’ worth of assets consists of the 
assets of the RFC, the assets of other Fed- 
eral lending agencies and two billion dollars 
in the stabilization fund. Finally, we are left 
to infer that these six billion dollars include 
assets carried over in the portfolio of the 
RFC from the Hoover administration. 

Now, of course, these assets depend for 
their value upon the Treasury's wise 
handling of them in the future, How wise 
will the Treasury be? The ,answer is any- 
body’s guess. But it is only natural that 
the Treasury’s answer should be somewhat 
more complimentary than the answer of the 
Treasury's critics—or even than that of an 
average citizen. 


When we examine the actual accounting 
in the Treasury of the repayments of debt 
to the Government, moreover, we discover 
that repayments of debt to the Government 
are thrown into the account of daily receipts 
and expenditures. In other words, they are 
treated as Federal income. They are not 
used to reduce the debt, And yet Democratic 
speakers subtract them from the d 
kind of vocal debt reduction is confusing. 

Suppose a corporation han receipts 
from repayments of advances to\its sub- 
sidiaries in the same way -as receip 
its daily business. Suppose it put 
into one account and neglected to 
bonds which had been used to t 
money for these advances in the first place.

As has been pointed out by many readers

rather than by a reduction in expenditures. 


If these receipts are to include the payments - 


on borrowings from the Government, then 
from what source can the principal of the 
Government’s obligation to its own creditors 
be paid? 

The President promises that tax rates will 
not be increased. So the 13 billion dollars 
of new debt cannot be paid off from new 
taxes. This will mean that, with prosperity 
restored, the Government will be carrying 
a permanent debt of 35 billions—and carry- 
ing it over into the next depression. 


Might not the performance then be re- 
peated? If the Treasury’s accounting poli- 
cies and President Roosevelt’s intentions 
with respect to new taxes are sound, what 
is there to prevent the building of still 
another deficit into floors of permanent 
debt? And how many debt floors can our 
foundations carry? It is possible, of course, 
that there will be no more depressions. But 
the man who believes this may also believe 
that there will be no more wars or specula- 
tive booms. 

Apparently, it is only in the Federal Treas- 
ury that repayments through the Treasury 
on its loans to public corporations are not 
used to reduce the national debt. This kind 
of debt reduction is common enough in cam- 
paign speeches and literature. Joseph P. 
Kennedy, in his “I’m for Roosevelt,” is one 
of its most ardent exponents. 

If the deficits of the present administra- 
tion are to be compared to the deficits of 
the Hoover administration, then the Hoover 
administration should be credited with a pro- 
portionate amount of the recoverable assets 
in the RFC. This Mr. Kennedy does not do. 
He treats (as does the Treasury) the RFC 
assets from the Hoover era as income in the 
Roosevelt era. Thus the Roosevelt budget 
comes to be balanced out of Hoover deficits. 
This is a break for the New Deal, to say 
the least.

It marks the 
end of the period in which the Brit- 
ish currency was off gold and man- 
aged while the French and Ameri- 
can currencies were fixed on gold 
and, externally, were not managed. 
From now on, they are all to be 
managed on gold, externally by a 
gentlemen's agreement, internally 
by each nation for itself. 

Ten years ago, it would probably 
have been said that this was impos- 
sible. But it now looks as if it 
might very well be possible. For 
now that monetary gold has been 
revalued, and is therefore so 
abundant, it may be possible to use 
gold to keep stable the relative 
value of the dollar, the pound and 
the franc, and at the same time to 
expand or contract domestic credit 
in order to maintain business and 
employment at a fairly high level. 

Under the older gold standard, 
that was impossible. Staple foreign 
exchange meant every so often vio- 
lent instability in the domestic val- 
ue of the currency. If now money 
can be stabilized both at home and 
abroad, much will have -been done 
to protect the capitalist system 
from the mortal danger of violent 
inflations and deflations. 

For these periodic crises threat- 
en to wreck it and to drive the 
world toward centralized planned 
economies. So if the leading finan- 
cial Powers can learn to manage the 
world’s currencies for real stabili- 
ty, mankind is much less likely to 
be driven to the centralized direc- 
tion of its economic life. ' 

It is a very great experiment, The 
fact that it is being undertaken 
jointly by the three great financial 
Powers, using not only their funds 
co-operatively but their brains and 


trade, 


So much for the objective which 


their experience as well, is a good 
reason for proceeding confidently.

The Mayor’s only request of Mrs. 
Lowenhaupt was that she should 
support Dr. Henry J. Gerling, Su- 
perintendent of Instruction.

complimented the Mayor on his 
choice. 

Mrs. Lowenhaupt’s Views. 

Mrs. Lowenhaupt told a 
Post-Disatch reporter that she had 
always had a general interest in 
the cause of education and wel- 
comed the position for the oppor- 
tunity it offered and because it 
would provide a new absorbing in- 
terest in her life.

AGREEMENT ON TWO ISSUES 
IN MERGER OF LUTHERANS 


Commission Unable to Settle Dif- 
ference of Views Concern- 
ing Scriptures. 
By the Associated Press. 

COLUMBUS, O., Oct. 16.—A spe- 
cial commission reported to the 
convention of the United Lutheran 
Church today that agreement had 


been reached with the American 
Lutheran Church—one of the three 
major Lutheran bodies—on two of 
there controversial issues incident 
to a@ proposed merger. 

“We found just three matters 
holding the church bodies apart,” 
said the commission’s preliminary 
report. “These were the different 
attitudes of the two bodies toward 
secret societies, the difference in 
practice concerning pulpit and al- 
tar-fellowships, and a difference of 
view concerning the Scriptures.” 

The first two points were satis- 
factorily settled, safd the commis- 
sion, through an agreement that: 
“All persons affiliated with any so- 
cieties or organizations designated 
as ‘organizations injurious to the 
Christian faith’ should sever their 
connections with guch soci or or- 
ganization; that pastors and\.con- 
gregations shall not practice indis- 
criminate pulpit and altar fellow- 
ships with pastors and churches of 
other denominations, whereby doc- 
trinal differences are ignored .. .” 

Final action on the merger prob- 
ably will be postponed until the 
next convention.

He couldn’t, of course, wander far 
from his easel, there being things 
like schedules in editors’ pockets, 
so he sought diversion in his own 
back yard. 

Diversion first took the form of 
occasional strolls. While strolling 
he became interested in plant life. 
He watched his plants grow, and, 
not satisfied with the way they 
grew, he decided to lend nature a 
hand, 

And here’s the way he describes 
his association with Mother Na- 
ture to Paul Gartner, who writes 
in “Better Homes and Gardens:” 


T’S just natural for most folks to 
want to make things grow. About 
10 years ago the urge hit me, and I 
bought a two-acre ranch in San 
Fernando Yalley, California. Yes, 
in that valley an area of two acres 
is definitely a ranch, particularly 
when you intend to grow chickens. 
Or do you raise them? But no mat- 
ter, because before I had a chance 
to bump my head ona henhouse 
door, I decided that radishes would 
be more easily managed than 
chickens. 7 
And so there were radishes, two 
rows of the things some 250 feet 
long. I wanted these radishes to 
have the finest of care, so I 
bought a tractor—which meant an 
investment of $650—and I cultivat- 
ed the heck out of them, They re- 
sponded nicely, and I raised a very 
fine crop, that is, I would have had 
a fine crop if someone had only 
been there to tell me when to har- 
vest. As it was, I wouldn’t even let 
the members of my family pick a 
single one. I was so proud of 
those husky, red-bellied rascals 
that I kept right on cultivating. No 
doubt they thought I wanted them 
to turn into pumpkins, for they 


grew very large (and hollow and «

That was 10 years ago, but I still 
have several loose vertebrae and 
periodical backaches that would be

Now 
I own three acres of the worst land 
in California. - 


I have the champion alkali bed 
of the West. Every time I take a 
photograph I get a snow scene. The 
fellow I bought the acreage from 
said to me: “Heck Mr. Segar, that 
ain’t alkali; that’s gypsum. Why, 
you. can sell that stuff!” 

“Well,” I said, skeptically, “may- 
be you can gypsum of the people, 
but you can’t gyp me.” 

Then he changed his tactics and 
began calling the alkali everything 
from mountain dust to solidified 
California sunshine. 


So I bought the three acres. 


Thus I was graduated from rad- 
ishes to trees and shrubs. Vege- 
tables are plentiful in the mar- 
kets, and, besides, all Popeye and 
I eat is spinach. There’s only one 
thing I like better than California 
sunshine, and that’s California 
shade, so I bought and planted 100 
sugar gum trees. They weren't a 
total loss, because I used the dead 
trunks as stakes to support the 
fast-dying replants. Somehow the 
farmers around here got wise to 
my big land deal, and as they drive 
by with truckloads of fine produce, 
they yell at me: “That ain’t alkali, 
Mister Segar. That’s just a deposit 
of moonbeams!”

Segar is the brains of the garden- 
ing end in our family. I believe 
she could plant a feather duster 
and make it grow into a palm tree. 
She claims you must love the things 
you plant, take care of them, and 
give them fertilizer. She may be 
right about the love and care, but 
every time I use fertilizer on a 


plant, it wilts. This same dear soul 
informed me, in none too respect- 
ful terms, that she could make trees 
grow where I had failed. As usual, 
I disagreed with her but told her 
to go ahead, ' 

She did just that, with vigor and 
system. She hired men to dig holes, 
big holes. These were filled with 
leafmold and good topsoil which 
was borrowed from a neighboring 
farmer. We didn’t exactly borrow 
the soil. It was more of a trade. 
When he wasn’t looking we traded 
him some solidified moonbeams for 
it. ) 

Mrs. Segar then carefully super- 
vised the planting of the sugar 
gums. The young trees not only 
lived, but they even grew faster 
than sugar gums normally grow. 
Then came the razzberries my way. 
The fair lady said: “All you need 


to make a tree grow is horse sense 
and fertilizer.” 

So I bought a horse. 

I love the woodland. 
the trees were doing so very 
well, I began to like oUr Moon- 
beam Fiat and suggested,that we 
build a cabin on it.

A tractor with 
scooping equipment soon turned a 
shallow sink hole into a beautiful 
basin, with irregularities which 
were to be coves and islands.

Strained Vegetable Soup 
Without Stock 
Flaked Cod and Oyster Pie

Strained Vegetable Soup Without 
Stock. 


One and one-half cups tomatoes 
(strained). 

Two cups of potatoes. 

One onion. 

One-fourth cup cabbage. 

Three tablespoons of butter. 

One tablespoon miced parsley. 

Salt and pepper. 

Gravy salt. 

Chop the vegetables fine and cook 
for 10 minutes in four tablespoons 
of butter. Place in soup kettle and 
cover with one and a half quarts 
of boiling water. Reduce heat and 
let simmer for one hour or longer. 
Add the three tablespoons of but- 
ter, seasonings to taste and chopped 
parsley. Strain and reheat. 


Flaked Cod and Oyster Pie 

Pick over one can of f1 cod- 
fish. Make three cups of rich 
cream sauce, well seasoned with 
salt, pepper, celery and onion salt, 
and one teaspoon of Worcestershire 
sauce. Cut one-half cup of celery 
in small pieces and cook until ten- 
der in salted water. Drain and add 
to the cream sauce with the flaked 
codfish. Butter a deep glass bak- 
ing dish and pour in a layer of the 
creamed fish, then a layer of well- 
drained raw oysters, then another 
layer of creamed fish, then more 
oysters, topping. with. the creamed 
fish. Cover with a flaky pie crust 
dough, cutting gashes to let the 
steam escape, and bake in a moder- 
ate oven until the crust is nicely 
browned, 


Asparagus Fritters 

Cook fresh asparagus in 
water, drain and wipe dry and re- 
move all hard parts (canned -aspar- 
agus may be used). Beat two eggs 
until light, add two tablespoons of 
flour, two tablespoons of milk and 
a little salt and beat until smooth. 
Coat each asparagus with the bat-

N piication of a little common- 

sense is Dr. Albert E. Wiggam’s 
prescription to married people with 
problems, or those about to marry, 
who come to him for counsel. They 
do frequently, when he is in his 
New York home with Mrs. Wiggam; 
and even when he reaches cities 
like St. Louis where newspaper 
readers know his feature, “Let's 
Explore Your Mind,” appearing ev- 
ery week-day in the Post-Dispatch. 
The advice, which these who ask it 
get from Dr. Wiggam, is the re- 
sult of extensive research, plus his 
34 years of happily-married life—a 
combination of scientific analysis 
and personal opinion. 
Figures to dispel old bogeys and 
eigrams to take home with you are 


‘the doctor’s stock-in-trade, so that 


little encouragement was needed 
to precipitate a discussion of the 
perfect matrimonial match. “The 
two most important requisites for 
a young pair are: first, that they 
be of nearly equal intelligence; 
and, second, that they have an edu- 
cational and social background as 
nearly similar as posible.” 

“There is nothing like likes mar- 
rying likes,” and fortunately, the 
doctor believes, they have a ten- 
dency to. “Do you know that more 
blue-eyed people marry blue eyes, 
than marry brown? And that most 
often a brown-eyed man will choose 
a brown-eyed woman?” However, 
deliberately seeking a mate who’s 
your match physically is not neces- 
sary, Wiggam advised, because 
tests prove that physical strength 
goes hand in hand’ with mental 
vigor, so you will probably be safe 
if you look primtarily for the same 
variety of grey matter. 

“There is such a close correla- 
tion between mind and body,”. the 
scientist continued, flexing his 
biceps, “that developing a little 
muscle will also build up will power 
in a person, Oh, you can’t sepa- 
rate the two. It’s been ‘shown that 
in general babies who grew up 
into brilliant children weighed ap- 
proximately three-quarters of a 
pound more at birth than those of 
average or subnormal intelligence.” 
“All right, now then. We have 
two people of nearly equal mental- 
ity. But they must also come of 
similar educational and social back- 
grounds. The chauffeur-and-the- 
princess marriages almost always 
end up badly. It’s not that one is 
more intelligent than the other, and 
certainly not that he is inferior 
mentally to her, for the opposite 
may be true. It is simply that, 
coming from contrasting back- 
grounds, they have different man- 
ners and different points of view 
and can’t help speaking a different 
language.” 

Difference in actual years is 
not likely to cause trouble, Dr. 
Wiggam quoted figures to prove, 
unless it is accompanied by a cor-

responding discrepancy in emotion · 
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al and intellectual age. There is 
hard-and-fast rule about the ideal 
ages. Some young men are perfect- 
ly happy married to older women 
and some women are satisfied with 
a husband 10 or more years their 
senior, but, ladies, if you want to 
be on the safe side, you will choose 
a mate two or three years older 
than yourself. And you should both 
be well over 21, otherwise Dr. Wig- 
gam would call your alliance “a 
child marriage.” 

“Tt is the unsuccessful child mar- 
riages that send the divorce rate 
up until figures show,” Dr. Wiggam 
said, “that one out of every six 
marriages end in the 
courts. The other Jarge group of 
divorces is composed of neurotics, 
who should never have married in 
the first place. 

“These: are the people with per- 
sonality problems, who cannot pos- 
sibly adjust themselves to matri- 
mony because they have never been 
adjusted to life. The biggest single 
new development in science in re- 
cent years has been the recognition 
of the emotional moron, or adol- 
escent, who is deceivingly grown-up 
in other ways. These people need 
emotional instruction, particularly 
for marriage, life’s greatest adven- 
ture.” Where are they to get it? 
No, not from parents, who are 
afraid to admit their problems to 
themselves much less discuss them 
with children. But in school, like 
any other subject. 


“High school courses in marriage 


will be a commonplace within 10° 


years,” Dr. Wiggam sincerely be- 
lieves. ‘We've got to come to it. 
We've got to learn to approach the 
subject sanely and frankly. . For, 
after all, we are organizing @ cor- 
poration when we marry and we 
want it to be a success. Just the 
other day I spoke to a group of 
young girls who asked me, ‘Where 
can we learn what to expect of 
marriage?” 


Scientific examination into mar- 
riage problems has come only re- 
cently but its supreme importance 
is proved by the fact that there 
has been more research in the field 
in the last seven years than in the 
previous 70,000 years, according to 
Wiggam. Tests, many of them in 
the form of questionnaires and 
clinics, are being conducted all over 
the country, by the University of 
Chicago, by Leland Stanford, by the 
Institute of Family Relations at Los 
Angeles, by Colgate University, and 
by our own Washington Univer- 
sity. 

Most marriages go to pieces on 
financial rocks, these tests have 
shown. “But,” cautioned Dr. Wig- 
gam, “money troubles, like every 
other difficulty, almost always be- 
gin as sex troubles. Twenty thou- 
sand interviews at the Los Angeles 
institute brought out that back of

three-fourths of the unhappy mar- 
riages ley sexual maladjustment, 
usually attributable to the husband, 
who was ignorant of female 
psychology and physiology.”

Mix list of grievance of unhappy 

pairs, and in-law trouble ranked 
second. As any follower of Wig- 
gam’s feature knows, he believes 
that’ after the wedding ceremony, 
the in-laws have served their pur- 
pose and should withdraw for good 
and all, unless their help is asked 
for. “If it is necessary for the young 
couple to care:for the old folks, 
segregate them in a wing of the 
house wherever possible, And don’t 
have any connecting door between 
the two apartments. The old folks 
will appreciate privacy as much as 
the youngsters.” 

Steer clear of sex difficulties 
and you will get rid of the money 
and in-law troubles, Dr. Wiggam 
advised, and don’t worry about the 
third member to complete the 
Eternal Triangle. The other man 
or the other woman doesn’t cause 
divorce, he believes, and cites as 
an argument that only one-third 
of the divorced persons ever re 
marry. 

Tightening divorce laws will not 
make happy marriages, according 


ONEY troubles came first on 


to this popular counsellor. Indeed, 
the: knowledge that they are 
chained together for life may 
cause a pair to magnify their dis- 
agreements, but a very little pre- 
marital education could reduce the 
divorce rate one-half. 

It was not surprising to find Dr. 
Wiggam, with his emphasis on 
common sense, opposed to hasty 
marriages, and in favor of engage- 
ments of from. one to two years. 
Too often hasty marriages are 
“based on mere romantic infatua- 
tion, which can never ripen into 
the community of interests and cre- 
ative companionship,” which he 
considers the sina qua non of happy 
wedded life. 

Nor was it surprising thatthe 
scientist-writer-educator had con- 
crete directions to offer young peo-. 
ple anxious to keep the marital 
ship on an even keel in untroubled 
waters. First of all, they should 
marry with a view to having chil- 
dren and having them soon after 
marriage. As those who heard his 
lecture at Soldan High School Tues- 
day and Wednesday evenings know, 
he fears for the population future 
of America. “There are not enough 
children in the gcod homes of the 
country and too many in the poorer 
ones,” he deplored. “There is not 
a single group going through high

schools now that will grow up to 
replace its stock. We are already 
fighting empty seats in the first 
grades in New York and the seats 
that are filled are occupied by 
children from the lower strata.” 
If there can be no children, then 
Dr. Wiggam strongly urges adop- 
tion. He and Mrs. Wiggam have 
been responsible for the education 
of 12 or 15 girls and boys, “so many 
I have almost lost track of them.” 
Not infrequently the coming of a 
foster-child into a home will be fol- 
lowed by the birth of a child of 
their own to previously childless 
parents. Surveys are being con- 
ducted now to determine the scien- 
tific reason for this apparent phe- 
nomenon, and medical authorities 
are inclined to believe that the 
presence of a child is an emotional 
stimulus which releases inhibitions 
and alters glandular secretions. 
Dr .Wiggam also believes that 


every couple should have an 
adviser outside the, family, a 
doctor, lawyer, or minister, to 


whom they can go for counsel. 
And they should see him separate- 
ly! . Otherwise,- instead of telling 
the truth, each will put on a show. 
just for the benefit of the other. 
He recommends a divorced man or 
woman, as the perfect confidante, 
for such a person necessarily takes 
an objective view of things. Other- 
wise he or she would not have been 
divorced in the first place. 
Continuing his list of helps-to- 
happy-marriage, the doctor in- 
veighed against the man or the 
woman who intrudes upon the per- 
sonality of the other. “There is 
such a thing as being too posses- 
sive,” he warned. “Allow the other 
fellow just as much privacy and 
independence, physical as well as 
spiritual as is posstble.. Of course, 
I know it isn’t always easy in an 
efficiency apartment, but try to 
maintain a.certain kind of individ- 
ual dignity. It is well to re 
member, too, that both husband 
and wife have to keep up an inter-

R. WIGGAM sees no harm in a 
woman’s continuing to work af- 
ter marriage, provided her mo- 
tives are correct. “If the wife wants 
to help build the home and provide 
for the education of children, then 
she should be permitted to do so. But 
look out for the wife who works 
merely to purchase luxuries which 
her husband cannot comfortably 
provide. She is a vain woman, and 
her course may eventually destroy 
all the man’s ambition and iniative. 
By all means , whenever it is hum- 
anly possible, let the husband give 
his wife a separate bank account, 
if it is only $2 a month, so she 
doesn’t have to come to him every 
time she needs a pair of stockings.” 
Dr. Wiggam feels, however, that an 
investment involving a substantial 
sum of money, should always be 
talked over mutually. He feels, 
furthermore, that “in marriage a 
wrong decision ig better thannone,” 
and ic husband and wife cannot 
agree about.the solution of a crit- 
ical problem then @ne or the other 
must take the responsibility of de- 
cision, and it. should properly be 
the husband. : 

At the suggestion that it was nev- 
er wise to sleep.on a quarrel, he 
brightened visibly,.and came back 
with the Biblical quotation, “Let 
not the sun go down upon your 
wrath.” And that, he said, is the 
very reason the best authorities, 
basing their opinions on scientific 
findings, favor double beds and are 
opposed to twin beds for marital 
felicity. It’s awfully hard to go to 
sleep mad at your bedfellow.” 

Such concrete advice, as well as

He had 
the other two suits stopped and it 
should have been extremely obvious 
that, with four hearts in his own 
hand, there was a decided danger 
that West had based his spade raise 
on ruffing ability. At any rate, after 
his double of four spades, North 
was located with whatever trump 
honors the partnership had and 
that being the case, there was no 
reason not to lead a trump to or 
through him.
